Refusal .to Surrender Men Taken Dur- 


ing Occupation of Greek Fort 


May Effect Break.

Athens, via London. Sept. 20.—There 


is reason to believe that the Greek 
government has sent an ultimatum to 
Germany and Bulgaria, expiring Wed- 
nesdaj' night, demanding immediate 
return of the soidlers taken prisoners 
at Kavala. 


When the Greek seaport of Kavala 
was entered by German and Bulgar- 
ian troops, the city was garrisoned by 
the fourth Greek army corps. Ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
by Berlin, the entire corps, consisting 
of 20,000 men, asked the German com- 
mander for food and shelter, and pro- 
tection against the entente forces. 
The statement said that to prevent 
any bteach of neutrality, the Greek 
soldiers would be transported to Ger- 
many to be kept there as guests of 
the nation. 
German Version. Different. 
The German account of the 
affair 
differs radically from that given out 
at the allied capital and from stories 
sent out from Athens. The number of 
soldiers transported to Germany, ac- 
cording to these versions, was less 
than 1,M)0, one account placing the 
total at .70 officers and 800 men. The 
remainder of the garrison is variously 
said to have been transported to Sa- 
loniki by French authorities, and to be 
encsjiiped on the island of Thasos. 
A recent dispatch from Athens re- 
ported the arrival of some members 
of the: Kavala garrison in the Greek 
capital, but no numbers were given. 
The incident caused a profound sen- 
sation in Greece, and the actions of 
the Germans were bitterl-y denounced 
by 
the pro-ally 
party. 
Immedi- 
ately after Premier Kalogeropoulos 
took 
office, news dispatches from 
Athens said he intended to demand 
'the return of the Greek soldiers from 
Germany and that refusal of this de- 
mand would be the signal for the en- 
try into the war of -Greece on the side 
of the entente. 
Bulgars-Repulse Italians. 
Sofia, via London, Sept. 20.—Official 
announcement was made here today 
that the Italian troops on the Mace- 
donian front have been driven back by 
the Bulgarians, who occupied four vil- 
lages.

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 20.—The Amer- 
ican people rank last in thriftiness, 
according to J. Lionberger Davis, vice 
president of the St. -Louis Union Trust 
compimy, who addressed the conven- 
tion of the national association of life 
insurance underwriters here today. 
"It is significant," he said, that in 
the United States where wages are 
notoriously high, only 99 people out

Nobody threatened ths 
president or congress; nobody de- 
manded anything of them. Thtrewas 
no controversy between goveVnment 
and railway employes, nor between 
government 
and railroad manage- 
ment. 
The controversy was purely 
industrial, waged 
between 
several 
hundred thousand men, who actually 
operate trains on the one hand, and 
the managers of the railroads on the 


The statement then points out that 
while the crisis existed, senators and 
representatives and members of the 
administration were receiving com- 
munications from all sections of the 
country, indicating the public senti- 
ment almost universally favored any 
reasonable means of averting tils ca- 
tastrophe. 
The senator pointed out 
the possible effect of the strike on 
fruit growers of the far west, on feed-
